She Sacrificed a Large For- 
lune for Her Lover 


The Marriage Is the Climax of a 
Sensational Struggle Between 

the Courts and the Lover 
for the Custody of 


the Girl.

Vienna, September 1!19.—The romantic 
marriage of a young Hungarian coun- 
tess of ancient lineage with a peasant 
youth was @elebrated in the seventh 
district registry office at Budapest re- 
cently. 

This marriage is the climax to a sen- 
sational struggle between the peasant 
lover and the Hungarian courts for 
the custody of the girl, and the ro- 
mence, which extended over several 
months, has excited the greatest inter- 
est throughout the country. 

The love affair began last. spring, 
when 1!6-year-old Countess Henrietta 
Pongracz formed a Violent attachment 
for Dopenu Opnoasik, a. peasant lad 
working’ in,the fields on her father’s 
estate. 

Her father, Count Edward Pongracz. 
was furious when he discovered that 
his daughter loved the farm laborer, 
and promptly placed her in a convent. 
The countess escaped soon afterwards, 
and joined her lover. The couple made 
their home in a miserable but just out- 
side the gates of Count, Edward's cas- 
tle. 

The infuriated father then appealed 
to the Hungarian court of guardians 
to.exericse their authority over his 
daughter, as she was a minor, and the 
judge orderéd the countess to be ar- 
rested and placed in a reformatory In 
Budapest. 

Her lover retained a lawyer, who 
fought the order, and appealed to the 
ministry of the interior. 

Meanwhile Count Edward died, leav- 
ing his daughter unfofgiven and prac- 
tically penniless, the bulk of his for- 
tune ‘going to his son, Count Johann 
Pongracz. 

The countess’ mother, a woman of 
middle-class birth, at last yielded to 
her daughter's entreaties to consent [to 
the marriage, which was accordingly 
celebrated.

The Mines of Rhodesia. 

There is no doubt but that there is a 
vast amount of gold in Rhodesia. This 
country, which is almost as big as the 
Mississippi valley, has minerals of one 
kind or another scattered there and 
there over it. The gold fields already 
discovered cover more than five thou- 
sand square miles and there are now 
more than t.iree hundred companies and 
Syndicates working them. Considerable 
copper and gold have been taken out 
and something like eight thousand tons 
of chrome iron. Rhodesia has diamond 
mines, which have already produced 
about 1,800 carats of precious stones, 
and coal mines. from which 200,000 tons 
of biack diamonds iave been taken 
The chief mineral value of the coun- 
try, so far, has come from its low- 
grade gold propositions,+ which are 
mined at small cost. The British South 
Africa Company is doing what it can 
to help the small miners, and by the 
present laws the first license ig issued 
for | suilling and nine others at $5 a 
A single miner can peg out ten

the licenses. No royalty is paid to the 
comps..y until the miners have been 
compensated for their labor and have 
some profits on their work.

Judge Calhoun to Announce 
Decision in Court on 
Monday. 


On the motion of Attorney T. B. Fet- 
der to set aside the verdict of the jury 
in finding his client, W. L. Bridwell, 
guilty at the hearing yesterday morn- 
ing, Judge Calhoun decided to reserve 
his decision until Monday morning a 


9 o'clock. 

On Thursday sridwell was 
guilty of violating the prohibition law. 
At the time the jury returned the ver- 
dict the court was not in session. On 
Friday morning when Judge Calhoun 
started to give his sentence Attorney 
Felder objected on the ground that the 
verdict had not been returned in Open 
court, the judge was not presiding, 
nor was the prosecuting attorney nor 
the defendant and his attorney present, 
nor did the attorney for the defense 
have any chance to take a poll of the 
jury as to whether each juror agreed 
in the verdict. 

Attorney Felder argues that the law 
on this particular point is clear, and 'o 
uphold his assertion he introduced be 
fore Judge Calhoun several decisions 
made both in criminal and civil cases 
where the verdict of the jury was Set 
aside under such conditions. 

Attorney Gordon, of the Anti!-Saloo:: 
League argued against setting aside 
the verdict of the jury because he 
held that the defendant waived his 
right when he voluntarily left the court 
room before the jury returned with 
its verdict. He stated fhat where a 
defendant was in custody the motion 
to set aside would probably hold, but 
when he was under bond and left vol- 
untarily, as Bridwel! did, that he walv- 
ed ail right to poll the jury Attor- 
ney Hynds, in the absence of Solicitor 
Arnold, argued that it is not in the 
power of the court to correct its own 
errors, should there be any, but that 
the right form of procedure would be 
to certiorari the case to a higher court, 
where the error might be corrected.

Just a little before that the Connecticut machine republicans sought 
membership in the “in-bad” club by naming for governor Congressman 
Lilley, of submarine boat scanda! fame, after his repudiation by the house 
committee of which Vice Presidential Candidate James Schoolcraft Sherman 
is a leading member. Be it remembered that Cennecticut went democratic 
in 1892, and lightning has recently been known to hit twice in the same 
place. Congressman Lilley was named over the determined protest of Con- 
necticut’s manufacturing interests, its foremost industry. The republican 
harvest is, at least, in serious doubt. 

Massachusetts, of course, is dyed-in-the-wool, but there is deep disap- 
pointment in that state over the republican attitude on the tariff, which gives 
as little hope to the consumer of the raw materials as to the consumer of 
the finished product. A republican slump in the Bay State is almost a 
certainty. 

Then, just across the way in New York state, to which we have called 
recent attention, republican dissension on the one hand and democratic 
unity on the other makes it one of the most promising democratic battle 
grounds north of the Potomac. Forced to nominate Governor Hughes 
against their will, the republican machine leaders will give him merely a 
perfunctory support, while the disappointed rank and file will join in 
swelling the democratic vote.

After twenty-six days of more or less stubborn contention and

It is not to be doubted that it will, in pursuit of the platiorm 
declaration delivered in the recent state convention, root it out lock, 
stock and barrel, and make it impossible for another convict ever to} 
be let out for private contract work. 

[lowever, the new law is a long step in the right direction, and 
the legislature is to be congratulated upon the progress it has made

toward the ending of the lease system. 


Had it but gone one step farther, and by constitutional amend- 
ment prohibited the leasing of another convict after March 31, #900, 
and then put every convict in the state upon thé public roads, it 
would well have completed the work and left nothing to be desired. 

But that will come in time and, we doubt not, will be one of the 
first progressive steps taken under the administration of which Hon. 
Joseph M. Brown will be at the head.

The state has progressed gradually in the matter of getting 
away from this relic of barbarity—the leasing of convicts. Ten 
years ago the lease period was cut down from a quarter of a century 
to five years. At the expiration of the first five-year period, the 
lease system was again put on the rack and the counties of the state 
were given the privilege of taking the short-term felony convicts— 
five years and under—for work ‘on their public roads. Governor 
Terrell then urged that the distribution be extended to ten-year men, 


but the legislature insisted on the shorter term, and held to it.

But instead of listening to suggestion of compromise which 
would then have brought practically the same result that has just 
now been obtained. the senate listened rather to extra session mes- 
sages, and the opportunity was lost. 

Bills involving appropriations aggregating $3,000,000 and more 
have time and again been hung up in conference committees on the 
last night of the session; the members knew they had to reach agree- 
ment and pass them, and they did it. 

So they had opportunity to do with convict legislation, but they 
vielded to the power of suggestion and adjourned the regular session 


with nothing done. 

And at a cost of twenty-six days of strife and nearly $40,000 of 
the public funds, the legislature came back at last, by process of 
circumlocution, to the point where it stood just before the regular ses- 


sion adjourned, 
It has been done now and cannot be recalled, but it will prove a 


valuable lesson for the future. 
Experience is often expensive, but’ it will at least have served 
one good purpose, if it brings to future legislatures a full realization 


of their duty to the public. 
And now, the next administration may be depended upon to 


give the final tough that will definitely and eternally end the lease 
system in Georgia.

satisfactory returns as could be ex- 
pected from shipping to markets where 
the demand is good.

They had exhausted every 
recourse known to parliamentary pro- 
cedure and were ready to adjourn and 
go home. Speaker Slaton, who had 
bs appeals and persistent entreaties 
held them to their fruitless labors, 
was powerless to check the revolt. 
The members were determined to end 
the whole unprofitable business and 
return to their homes. 

Saturday morning the senate met 
on hour earlier than the house, having 
moved up the time to 9 o’clock. This 
saved the day. At the hour for the

been made as showed that the senate 
was prepared to make every conces- 
eion necessary. 

Section Seven Reconsidered. 

The break came with a motion by 
Senator Stephens, of the first, to re- 
consider the vote by which the senate 
had adopted section 7 of the house 
bill in amended form. The vote of 15 
to 13 by which the section had been 
amended the evening before, was 
(hanged to a vote of 27 to 9 in favor 
ox reconsideration. THe section as it 
came from the house, was then adopt- 
ed by a vote of 25 to 5. 

Senator Felder voted against recon- 
sideration. Finally, when he saw the 
contest ‘was hopeless, he voted for the 
adoption of the section and for the 
bil.

Increased Power for Commission. 


As finally adopted the senate yield- 
¢d practically every point for which it 
bad contended. 

The first demand of the senate was 
that convict leasing should uncondi- 
tionally cease after March 3], 1909, 
which Mr. Holder accepted on the 
condition that it should be stated that 
funds were to be had to care for the 
convicts. This the senate refused to 
accept. 

Its next was that the prison com- 
mission should be abolished, and a 
trison board be substituted. Upon 
this board the governor, attorney gen- 
eral and commissioner of agriculture 


were to be placed. The attempt by | 


indtrection to displace the members of 
the present prison commission when 
their terms of office should expire and 


get rid of them by abolishing their ! 


tflice, was knocked out of existence 
by the house. The senate then yield- 
ed on this point algo. 

The prison commission under the 
Lew law is not only given increased 
power and responsibility, but is

Senatcr Stephens obtained the floor 
immediately thereafter, and in a vig- 
orous speech urged that the action of 
the senate in amending Section 7 be 
reconsidered. 

The motion was carried by a vote 
27 to 9. Senator Stephens moved to 
reconsider action of the senate in 
adopting the amendment of Senator 
Anderson of the thirty-ninth on Fri- 
day, which provided that no convicts 
be leased to private parties or let out 
by contract to any private parties. Thia 
motion was carried by a vote of 25 
to 5. 

The adoption of Senator Henderson's 
amendment was then put to an aye and 
navy vote. It was lost by a vote of 10 
to 24. 

The vote was called on the adoption 
of section 7 of the bill as passed by 
the house of representatives on Friday. 
This was carried by a vote of 24 to Il. 

Senator Henderson, of the thirty- 
ninth, entered a protest to the action 
of the senate in passing” section 7. 
Senators Williford and Anderson of the 
fifteenth also entered protests. 

An attempt was made by Senator 
Akin to reinsert section 2! of the orig- 
inal bill, which creates a road engineer 
at a salary of $4,000 per year. The 
amendment was lost. 

The two new sections of the bill pro- 
viding for a record of misdemeanor 
ernrvicts to be kept by the prison com- 
mission, as passed by the house, were 
adopted. , 

Senator Akia introduced an amend-

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That 
if. after the expiration of the time 
fixed herein for the assignment of fel- 
ony convicts to the differemt counties 
and municipalities, it should appear that 


there will remain on March 3!, 1909, 
any felony convicts, whose labor will 


not be used upon the public roads, 
bridges or other public works by coun- 
ties Or municipalities, or directly by 
the State, and who should not be oon- 
fined at the state farm or farms, or 
otherwise employed by the state, the 
prison commission may, in its discre- 
tion, and with the consent and ap- 
proval of the governor, dispose of sucn 
convicts ag it may deem to the best in- 
teresta of the state for a period not to 
exceed twelve months from March $i, 
1908., provided, that no convict ‘labor 
shall be used In competition with skill-

to the senate ten days before the reg- 


ular session ended. 

It was strongly contended on the floor 
of the house throughout the extra ses- 
sion tnat the calling of an extra #es- 
sion was entirely unnecessary, and 
would not have eventuated had not Gov- 
ernor Smith sent a special message to 
the general asservbiy at the regular ses- 
sion urging that other legislation be 
taken up and convict legisiation left te 
an extra session, which, he atated, he 
was willing to call. 

After twenty-six convulsive days, the 
senate yielded its last point, gave uD 
the last fortifications it had erected and 
laid down its arms before the over- 
whelming force of the house. 

Provisions of Original Bi!)}. 


The original Holder bill as passed by 
the house at the regular session oro- 
vided for the employment of convicts 
by the various counties upon roads, 
bridges and other public works, Comn- 
victs were to be prorated according to 
pogulation. 

Counties might combine with other 
counties and jointly work convicts. 

Counties not electing to work their 
convicts might loan them to other coun- 


«ties to be paid’ back in work by con- 


victs. 

Municipalities were allowed 
any “overs” at a fixed price. 

The state might buy road-working m&a- 
terial and work roads in those countie 
not taking convicts, the expense of suc 
work to be borne by the county recelv- 
ing the benefit. 

The prison commission could send oon- 
victs to the state farm to do farm la- 
bor and other labor as they deemed 
best. , 

It provided for the purchase of more 
land upon which to maintain convicts, 
but not for thé purpose of bringing 
their labor into competition with farm 
labor, nor were they required to be 
used in making manufactured products.

Tne prison commission was given au- 
thority to say what the convicts should 
do. 
as many as fifty convicts might be work- 
ed at the various state institutions,

The day after the bill passed the 
house a constitutional amendment was 
passed providing that it should be writ- 
ten Into the organic law of the state 
that no convicts should be leased after 
December 3/, 19!!. The house adopted 
this by a vote of 147 to 3. The senate 
failed to take it up or pass upon it at 
the regulaf session. It has never been 
passed by the senate. 


Gevernor Might Ead System, 


The governor was given authority, ff 
he had the funds on hand, to end the 
lease system even before December 3i!, 
stl. 

The origina] bill passed at the regu- 
ler session provided that a stipulated 
price be paid for the labor of convicts 
worked by counties in excess of their 
share. The proceeds to be used for 
road work only. The present bill pro- 
vides that guch debt shay be paid back 
in labor. 

Original bili provided that convicts 
should be leased for periods of one 
year, but not beyond December 31, 
iit. 

Present bIM provides that the gov- 
ernor and prison commission might 
lease convicts and hire them to do con- 
tract work for a period of twelve 
months aftee March 3}, 1909. 

The senate urged the state plan. The 
house favored county plan of working 
convicts. The senate wanted the state 
to work the convicts. The house 


wanted counties to work them. The; 
Senate wanted proceeds from now to 
Maroh 31, 1909, placed at diaposal of 


prison commission. The house wanted 
it to go to the counties.

In the wind-up the commission is given 
more authority than ever and larger 
funds to dispose of. 

The house has never contendeé fer 
leasing convicts, but for their emptoy- 
ment on public works, so that they 
would be self-supporting, and not e 
burden upon the people.

NO DAMAGES FOR CONVICT 
FROM ORIGINAL LESSEE 


Judge Harry Reid Sustains Demur- 
rer Filed for Hamby & 
Toomer. 

When a convict is leased and then 
subleased, any suit for damages which 
he may bring for injuries incurred un- 
der the sublease, must be against other 
than tne original lessee, according to a 
ruling made by Judge Harry M. Reid 

in the city court yesterday. 

The point was made when the case 
recently filed by Frank Mason, an ex- 
convict, through his attorney, Edgar La- 
tham, for $10.00Q0 damage against 
Hamby & Toomer, was thrown out of 
court upon the demurrer filed by Can- 
dler, Thomson & Hirsch, attorneys for 
Hamby & Toomer, the original lessees. 

The judge did not rule against whom 
the suit should be brought, Dut swus- 
tained the demurrer that it could not 
be brought against the original lessees 
when they nad subleased the convict 
or convkts, with the approval of the 
prison commission. 

It was stated that Hamby & Toomer 
originally leased him, but subleased 
several times untf the passed into the 
hands of the Southern Steel Oompany, 
where, it was alleged, tnat he had a 
leg cut off.

The ‘fortieth convention National 
American Woman Suffrage Asgseciation will 
celebrate the 60th anniversary “wf the his- 
toric convention of Seneca Falls. N. Y¥ » Which 
first formulated women's resistance to arbi- 
trary limitations of their rights and _ privi- 
leges under law and in government. So 
fectually has that resistance operated that 
four of our. states full Suffrage has been 
won; and laws relating to women have been 
improved in every state. 

This spirit spread to 
Already several of them are advanced far 
beyond our country {nm the political rights of 
women. Since we met last in convention 
women in Norway have won full suffrage: 
taxpaying women in Iceland have been grant- 
ed a vote and made eligible as municipal 
councillors; women itn Denmark have been 
granted municipal suffrage, they may now 
vote for all officers except members of par- 
liament; women in Sweden. who already had 
the municipal vote, have been made eligible 
to muUnicipal offices; women of property in 
Ltussia have been given the proxy vote in the 
election of the douma; and in Great livitain, 
where they have long possessed municipal 
suffrage, women have been mado eligible as 
mayors, county, borough and town council- 
lors. The heroic struggle for parliamentary 
suffrage by the women of Great Britain is 
attracting the attention of the world. The 
immense crowd recently assembled formed 
the largest public meeting which has ever 
been held for any cadse. 

In our own country during 
176,000 women of Michigan 
suffrage to its constitutional 
Oregon, women secured the submission of a 
constitutional amendment for suffrage to a 
referendum vote; and efforts for minor suf- 
frage rights were made in other states. 
Though no large victories were won the ad- 
vocates of equal suffrage have never felt 
more hopeful. Our watchers know that pub- 
ic sentiment is in closer sympathy than ever 
before. Five hundred associations of men, 
organized for other purposes, and numbering 
millions of voters, have officially declared 
for women suffrage; only one, the organized 
liquor traffic, has made a record of unremit- 
ting hostility to it. The domination of the 
saloon in politics has wrested many victories 
from our grasp. Nevertheless, men who he- 
lieve with us have won our cause for us in 
four states, and have given ltarge favorable 
mifnoritfes wherever our question hat heen 
submitted to the electors; all indicating that
